The sewerage contractors were 
given permission to use the city 
sewer for ten days for Hotel Lath- 
am sewerage, while blasting under 
the hotel pipes, which have to be 
temporarily removed. 

Dr. W. L. Nourse called attention 
to the opportunity the city now has 
to buy park lands at a low price on 
the Cedar Grove hill. The cost of 
ng a Seventh street outlet to 
the grounds already owned by the 
city and the probable sum required 
to open a park on the hill came up 
for discussion. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public 
Grounds for investigation. The 
committee consists of Councilmen 
Davis, Armstrong and Glass. 

The council adopted a motion re- 
questing the mayor to create a new 
committee to be known as the Live 
Stock committee, one of its duties 
being to look after the city horses 
with power to buy, sell or trade. 
Councilmen Jackson and Ware were 
appointed and were instructed to 
buy two new horses and sell one or 
more. One of the present horses is 
to be transferred to the police de- 
partment and will be kept at police 
headquarters for both saddle and 
irness purposes. 

On motion of Dr. Jackson, the 
mayor appointed a committee con- 
sisting of Jackson, Ware and Arm- 
strong to buy a patrol wagon. 

The question of extending the city 
limits so as to bring five bawdy 
houses within the jurisdiction of the 
city was not brought up. 

The committee appointed to ex- 
amine the annual reports submitted 
at the meeting Jan. 5th, was given 
further time, Mr. Waller, the Insu- 
rance inspector, made numerous 
complaints of the violation of the 
ordinance against putting ashes in 
barrels and boxes. He also pointed 
out one or two frame buildings un- 
lawfully erected recently within the 
fire limits. This matter waa refer- 
ed to the Building Committer for 
investigation,

J. Byron Nixon committed suicide 
at Henderson Wednesday night. 
The Journal gives this account of 
the affair. 

"Henderson suffered a severe 
shock today when it was learned 
that a guest of Hotel Henderson 
had committed suicide in a most 
sensational manner. It appears that 
he took his life either late last night 
or early this morning, as the body 
was discovered this morning lying in 
a bath tub. The suicide was identi- 
fied as a man who had registered 
Wednesday afternoon under the 
name of J. B. Nixon, and from the 
coroner's jury it was evident that 
the deed was committed last night. 

The first intimation of the catas- 
trophe received by the hotel people 
was when they noticed water run- 
ning in a third-floor bath room, the 
door of which was locked. The 
houseman, Stewart Howell, was sent 
to investigate, and with the aid of 
a step-ladder he looked through the 
transom and saw the body lying in 
the tub. Mr. Herndon was imme- 
diately notified, and the door being 
locked, he got a bell-boy to press the 
bolt back with a stick. The body 
was found to be that of a man ap- 
parently about 28 years old, five feet 
10 inches in height, and weighing 
about HO pounds; it was lying in the 
tub slightly turned to the left, with 
the right arm lying across the face 
and the right hand hanging over the 
edge of the bath tub. Right be- 
neath the hand on the floor lay a 
revolver of the Forehand Arms Co. 
make, of 38-calibre, with one empty 
chamber. Except for a pair of 
drawers and socks, the body was en- 
tirely nude. The bullet had entered 
the left breast just below the nipple 
and the skin had been badly powder- 
burned; there was also a cut on the 
neck. 

On top of his coat, which lay fold- 
ed on a chair in the bath room was 
found an insurance policy envelope 
on which was written, "J. B. Nixon, 
Hopkinsville, Ky. In case of death 
or accident, notify my brother, W. 
H. Nixon. Hopkinsville, Ky." In a 
corner of the envelope was written: 
"Life insurance, $16,00D, accident 
$5,000, if by railroad $10,000." On 
the back of the envelope, in the 
same hand, were these words: "All 
insurance policies will be paid if I 
take my own life. J. B. Nixon. Get 
letter addressed to J. C. Nixon, 
Hopkinsville, Ky." This letter 
probably sealed, was found later ir 
his suit case. 

In searching his room, No. 47, his 
clothes were found in good order, 
also a gold watch and $2.75 in silver, 
In the suit case were found a fire in- 
surance policy for $300 on a house in 
Pensacola,Fla.,issured by the Ameri- 
can Fire Insurance Co., also a con- 
tract between Samuel H. and Claud 
W. Kress on the one side and J. B. 
Nixon on the other, and dated at 
Pensacola, engaging him to travel for 
the Kress brothers. There were, in 
addition, a pass-book of the I\ spies' 
Bank at Pensacola.showing a deposit 
of $318 to J. B. Nixon's credit, tax 
receipts for several years and dupli- 
cate receipts of the New York Life 
Insurance Company for policies pay- 
able to his brother and a letter to the 
Mutual of New York with respect to 
another policy, also payable to his 
brother. There were also found a 
variety of receipts for post-office 
•rders for various amounts and all 
directed to the bank at Pensacola.

He was lying 
dead on his bed when his roommate 
entered the room. 

Mr. Connelly was first given a po- 
sition in the institution by the late 
Dr. James Rodman over twenty-five 
years ago. He was always faithful 
in the discharge of his duties and 
was generally liked by the inmates 
and employes of the Asylum. He 
very intelligent man and 
spent most of his spare time in read-

Hopkinsville and worked as a stone 
mason. He was 71 years of age land 
belonged to the Catholic churoh.

Nashville road, provided the road 
is allowed to route the tobacco to its 
destination. 

"It is well known that the Associ- 
ation has many enemies in the form 
of selfish men who are strictly after 
graft, and who are watching and 
hoping our members will make mis- 
takes that will emharasB the Associa- 
tion. In order to avoid any possibili- 
ty of this, it is absolutely necessary 
that every member should carry out 
these instructions to the very letter. 
If thi3 is done the grafter will be 
relegated to the rear and the Associ- 
ation will swim on to that success 
which it so richly deserves and 
which every member is determined 
we shall have.

for this death. An envelope was dis- 
covered bearing these words: "I am 
not the incendiary or the burglar,' 
and inside the envelope was a news- 
paper clipping of December 25 from 
a paper published in Pensacola to the 
effect that a fire had occurred in that 
city which had completely ruined the 
store of Kress Bros , and that the 
door of the safe had been found 
blown open and $800 were missing; 
the thief had unquestionably first 
robbed the building and then set fire 
to it to cover up his tracks. 

At the inquest Drs. Wilson and 
Stone examined the wounds in the 
neck and gave as their opinion the 
cut in the left side of the throat was 
made four days ago and the gash on 
the right side had been made about 
forty-eight hours before. A rag 
spattered with blood was found in 
the room and looked like it might 
have been worn around the neck. 
The man registered Wednesday af- 
ternoon as J. B. Nixon, Hopkinsville, 
Ky., and was assigned Room No. 47 
It was noticed that he kept his over- 
coat collar turned up. The suicide 
probably occurred Wednesday night 
between il and 12 o'clock." 

Formerly Lived Here. 

Byron Nixon formerly lived here, 
and probably claimed this as his 
home. He left here several years 
ago for Richmond, Va., to work in 
C. B. Rouse's store with J. H. Ku- 
gler. From there he went to New 
York and was made manager 
Kress & Co., store at Nashville. 
Two years ago he was transferred to 
Pensacola, Fla. After the trouble 
referred to, Dec. 24, he left Pensa- 
cola Dec. 26, for Los Angeles, Cal. 
His brother, W. H. Nixon, a police- 
man of this city, says he wrote him 
that he was called to California by 
the death of a girl to whom he 
engaged and learned afterwards that 
he was under suspicion and a reward 
offered for his arrest. He wrote to 
Pensacola that he would be in Hop- 
kinsville Jan. 15 and wrote his broth- 
er .to the same effect, saying he 
would stop here a few days and the;

les. In - vi ral letters he protested 
his innocence. His brother think; 
the accusations against him and ^h( 
death of his sweetheart drove him 
to suicide. 

He was 27 years dl I and leaves 
three brothers and one sister. 

He had $2,000 insurance in 
Equitable 4 years old and §14,000 in 
the New York Life and Mutual, one 
policy taken out two i ears ago and 
the other last month. Most of th< 
insurance is payable to W. H. Nixon 
. The body arrived here yesterday 
and the interment will take place 
Hopewell at 2:30 p. m. today.
